Hard pressed in a year of 
famine, she approached me. I gave her one hundred and twenty dinars on condition that she worUd yield herself to 
me. She agreed and vdien we got together (for sexual intercourse), she said: Fear AUah and do not break the seal 
urUawfuUy. I moved away from her in spite of the fact that I loved her most passionately; and I let her keep the 
money I had given her. O AUah! If I did that to seek Your Pleasure, then, remove the distress in which we are.' The 
rock moved aside a bit further but they were still unable to get out. The third one said: 'O AUah! I hired some 
labourers and paid them their wages except one of them departed without taking his due. I invested his money in 
business and the business prospered greatly. After a long time, he came to me and said: O slave of AUah! Pay me my 
dues. I said: All that you see is yours - camels, cattle, goats and slaves. He said: O slave of AUah! Do not mock at me. 
I assured him that I was not joking. So he took all the things and went away. He spared nothing. O AUah! If I did so 
seeking Your Pleasure, then relieve us of our distress.' The reck sUpped aside and they got out walking freely".

Zirr bin Hubaish reported: 

I went to Safwan bin 'Assal (May AUah be pleased with him) to inguire about wiping with wet hands over light boots 
vdiile performing Wudu'. He asked me, "What brings you here, Zirr?" I answered: "Search for knowledge". He said, 
"Angels spread their wings for the seeker of knowledge out of joy for what he seeks". I told him, "I have some doubts 
in my mind regarding wiping of wet hands over light boots in the course of performing Wudu' after defecation or 
urinating. Now since you are one of the Companions of the Prophet (0), I have come to ask you vdiether you heard 

any saying of the Prophet (0) concerning it?". He replied in the affirmative and said, "He (0) instructed us that 

during a journey we need not take off our light boots for washing the feet up to three days and ni^ts, except in case 
of major impurity (after sexual intercourse). In other cases such as sleeping, relieving oneself or urinating, the 
wiping of wet hands over li^t boots will suffice." I, then, guestioned him, "Did you hear him say anything about love 
and affection?" He replied, "We accompanied the Messenger of Allah (0) in a journey when a bedouin called out in 

a loud voice, 'O Muhammad.' The Messenger of Allah (0) replied him in the same tone, 'Here I am.' I said to him 

(the bedouin), 'Woe to you, lower your voice in his presence, because you are not allowed to do so.' He said, 'By 
AUah! I will not lower my voice,' and then addressing the Prophet (0) he said, 'What about a person who loves 

people but has not found himself in their company.' Messenger of AUah (0) repUed, 'On the Day of Resurrection, a 

person will be in the company of those whom he loves.' The Messenger of AUah then kept on talking to us and in the 
course of his talk, he mentioned a gateway in the heaven, the width of which coiUd be crossed by a rider in forty or 
seventy years". 


Sufyan, one of the narrators of this tradition, said: "This gateway is in the direction of Syria. AUah created it on the 
day He created the heavens and the earth. It is open for repentance and wUl not be shut until the srm rises from that 
direction (i.e., the West) (on Doomsday)".

Prophet of Allah (0) said: "There was a man from among a nation before you who killed ninety-nine people and 

then made an inquiry about the most learned person on the earth. He was directed to a monk. He came to him and 
told him that he had killed ninety-nine people and asked him if there was any chance for his repentance to be 
accepted. He replied in the negative and the man killed him also completing one hundred. He then asked about the 
most learned man in the earth. He was directed to a scholar. He told him that he had killed one himdred people and 
asked him if there was any chance for his repentance to be accepted. He replied in the affirmative and asked, 'Who 
stands between you and repentance? Go to such and such land; there (you will find) people devoted to prayer and 
worship of Allah, join them in worship, and do not come back to your land because it is an evil place.' So he went 
away and hardly had he covered half the distance wiien death overtook him; and there was a dispute between the 
angels of mercy and the angels of torment. The angels of mercy pleaded, 'This man has come with a repenting heart 
to AUah,' and the angels of punishment argued, 'He never did a virtuous deed in his life.' Then there appeared 
another angel in the form of a human being and the contending angels agreed to make him arbiter between them. 
He said, 'Measure the distance between the two lands. He will be considered belonging to the land to wiiich he is 
nearer.' They measured and foimd him closer to the land (land of piety) where he intended to go, and so the angels 
of mercy collected his soul".

Abdullah bin Ka'b, who served as the guide of Ka'b bin Malik (May Allah be pleased with him) when 
he became blind, narrated: 

I heard Ka'b bin Malik (May Allah be pleased with him) narrating the story of his remaining behind instead of 
joining Messenger of AUah {%) when he left for the battle of Tabuk. Ka'b said: "1 accompanied Messenger of AUah 

(0) in every expedition which he undertook excepting the battle of Tabuk and the battle of Badr. As for the battle of 
Badr, nobody was blamed for remaining behind as Messenger of Allah (0) and the Muslims, when they set out, had 

in mind only to intercept the caravan of the Quraish. Allah made them confront their enemies rmexpectedly. 1 had 
the honour of being with Messenger of Allah (0) on the night of 'Agabah when we pledged our allegiance to Islam 

and it was dearer to me than participating in the battle of Badr, althou^ Badr was more weU-known among the 
people than that. And this is the accormt of my staying behind from the battle of Tabuk. I never had better means 
and more favourable drcumstanoes than at the time of this expedition. And by Allah, I had never before possessed 
two riding-camels as I did during the time of this expedition. Whenever Messenger of AUah (0) decided to go on a 

campaign, he would not disclose his real destination tiU the last moment (of departure). But on this expedition, he 
set out in extremely hot weather; the journey was long and the terrain was waterless desert; and he had to face a 
strong army, so he informed the MusUms about the actual position so that they shorUd make fiUl preparation for the 
campaign. And the MusUms who accompanied Messenger of AUah (0) at that time were in large number but no 

proper record of them was maintained." Ka'b (further) said: "Few were the persons vdio chose to remain absent 
beUeving that they corUd easily hide themselves (and thus remain undetected) unless Revelation from AUah, the 
Exalted, and Glorious (revealed relating to them). And Messenger of AUah (0) set out on this expedition vdien the 

fruit were ripe and their shade was sought. I had a weakness for them and it was during this season that Messenger 
of AUah (0) and the Muslims made preparations. I also worUd set out in the morning to make preparations along 

with them but worUd come back having done nothing and said to myself: 'I have means enough (to make 
preparations) as soon as I like'. And I went on doing this (postponing my preparations) till the time of departure 
came and it was in the morning that Messenger of AUah (0) set out along with the MusUms, but I had made no 

preparations. I worUd go early in the morning and come back, but with no decision. I went on doing so until they 
(the MusUms) hastened and covered a good deal of distance. Then I wished to march on and join them. WorUd that I 
had done that! But perhaps it was not destined for me. After the departure of Messenger of AUah (0) vdienever I 

went out, I was grieved to find no good example to follow but confirmed hypocrites or weak people whom AUah had 
exempted (from marching forth for J ihad). Messenger of AUah (0) made no mention of me until he reached Tabuk 

While he was sitting with the people in Tabuk, he said, 'What happened to Ka'b bin Malik?' A person from Banu 
Salimah said: "O Messenger of AUah, the (beauty) of his doak and an appredation of his finery have detained him.' 
Upon this Mu'adh bin Jabal (MatAUah be pleased with him) admonished him and said to Messenger of AUah (0): 

"By AUah, we know nothing about him but good.' Messenger of AUah (0), however, kept guiet. At that time he (the 
Prophet (0)) saw a person dressed in white and said, 'Be Abu Khaithamah.' And was Abu Khaithamah Al- Ansari 
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was the person v\^o had contributed a Sa' of dates and was ridiculed by the hypocrites." Ka'b bin Malik further said: 
"When the news reached me that Messenger of AUah (ig) was on his way back from Tabuk, I was greatly distressed. 

1 thou^t of fabricating an excuse and asked myself how I would save myself from his anger the next day. In this 
connection, I sought the counsels of every prudent member of my family. When 1 was told that Messenger of AUah 
(0) was about to arrive, all the wicked ideas vanished (from my mind) and I came to the conclusion that nothing but 

the truth could save me. So 1 decided to tell him the truth. It was in the morning that Messenger of Allah (^) arrived 

in Al-Madinah. It was his habit that whenever he came back from a journey, he would first go to the moscjue and 
perform two Rak'ah (of optional prayer) and would then sit with the people. When he sat, those vdio had remained 
behind him began to put forward their excuses and take an oath before him. They were more than eighty in number. 
Messenger of AUah (0) accepted their excuses on the very face of them and accepted their allegiance and sought 

forgiveness for them and left their insights to AUah, until I appeared before him. I greeted him and he smiled and 
there was a tinge of anger in that. He then said to me, 'Come forward'. I went forward and I sat in front of him. He 
said to me, 'What kept you back? CorUd you not afford to go in for a ride?' I said, 'O Messenger of AUah, by AUah, if I 
were to sit before anybody else, a man of the world, I worUd have definitely saved myself from his anger on one 
pretext or the other and I have a gifted skiU in argumentation, but, by AUah, I am fiUly aware that if I were to put 
forward before you a lame excuse to please you, AUah worUd definitely provoke your wrath upon me. In case, I speak 
the truth, you may be angry with me, but I hope that AUah worUd be pleased with me (and accept my repentance). By 
AUah, there is no vaUd excuse for me. By AUah, I never possessed so good means, and I never had such favourable 
conditions for me as I had vdien I stayed behind.' Thereupon, Messenger of AUah (0) said, "This man spoke the 

truth, so get up (and wait) until AUah gives a decision about you.' I left and some people of Banu Salimah foUowed 
me. They said to me, 'By AUah, we do not know that you committed a sin before. You, however, showed inability to 
put forward an excuse before Messenger of AUah (0) like those vdio stayed behind him. It worUd have been enou^ 

for the forgiveness of your sin that Messenger of AUah (0) worUd have sou^t forgiveness for you.' By AUah, they 
kept on reproaching me until I thought of going back to Messenger of AUah (0) and retract my confession. Then I 

said to them, 'Has anyone else met the same fate?' They said, 'Yes, two persons have met the same fate. They made 
the same statement as you did and the same verxUct was delivered in their case.' I asked, 'Who are they?' They said, 
'Murarah bin Ar-Rabi' Al-'Amri and Hilal bin Umaiyyah Al- Wagifi.' They mentioned these two pious men vdio had 
taken part in the battle of Badr and there was an example for me in them. I was confirmed in my original resolve. 
Messenger of AUah (0) prohibited the MusUms to talk to the three of rrs from amongst those vdio had stayed 

behind. The people began to avoid us and their attitude towards rrs changed and it seemed as if the vdrole 
atmosphere had turned against rrs, and it was in fact the same atmosphere of which I was fully aware and in which I 
had lived (for a fairly long time). We spent fifty rri^ts in this very state and my two friends confined themselves 
within their houses and spent (most of their) time weeping. As I was the yormgest and the strongest, I worUd leave 
my horrse, attend the congregational Salat, move about in the bazaars, but none worUd speak to me. I worUd come to 
Messenger of AUah (0) as he sat amongst (people) after the Salat, greet him and worUd ask myself vdiether or not 

his lips moved in response to my greetings. Then I worUd perform Salat near him and look at him stealthily. When I 
finish my Salat, he worUd look at me and when I worUd cast a glance at him he worUd turn away his eyes from me. 
When the harsh treatment of the MusUms to me continued for a (considerable) length of time, I walked and I 
cUmbed upon the wall of the garden of Abu Qatadah, vdio was my cousin, and I had a great love for him. I greeted 
him but, by AUah, he did not answer to my greeting. I said to him, 'O Abu Qatadah, I adjure you in the Name of 
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Allah, are you not aware that I love Allah and His Messenger ( 0 )?' I asked him the same question again but he 
remained silent. I again adjured him, whereupon he said, 'Allah and His Messenger (^) know better.' My eyes were 
filled with tears, and I came back climbing down the wall. 

As I was walking in the bazaars of Al-Madinah, a man from the Syrian peasants, who had come to sell food grains in 
Al-Madinah, asked people to direct him to Ka'b bin Malik. People pointed towards me. He came to me and delivered 
a letter from the King of Ghassan, and as I was a scribe, I read that letter whose purport was: 'It has been conveyed 
to us that your friend (the Prophet (0)) was treating you harshly. Allah has not created you for a place where you 

are to be degraded and where you cannot find your right place; so come to us and we shall receive you graciously.' As 
I read that letter I said: 'This is too a trial,' so I put it to fire in an oven. When forty days had elapsed and Messenger 
of AUah (0) received no Revelation, there came to me a messenger of the Messenger of Allah and said, 'Verily, 

Messenger of Allah (0) has commanded you to keep away from your wife.' I said, 'Should I divorce her or what else 

should I do?' He said, 'No, but only keep away from her and don't have sexual contact with her.' The same message 
was sent to my companions. So, I said to my wife: You better go to your parents and stay there with them until AUah 
gives the decision in my case.' The wife of Hilal bin Umaiyyah came to Messenger of Allah (0) and said: 'O 

Messenger of Allah, Hilal bin Umaiyyah is a senile person and has no servant. Do you disapprove if I serve him?' He 
said, 'No, but don't let him have any sexual contact with you.' She said, 'By Allah, he has no such desire left in him. 
By AUah, he has been in tears since (this calamity) struck him.' Members of my family said to me. You shoiUd have 
sou^t permission from Messenger of AUah (0) in regard to your wife. He has aUowed the wife of Hilal bin 

Umaiyyah to serve him.' I said, 'I woiUd not seek permission from Messenger of AUah (0) for I do not know what 

Messenger of AUah might say in response to that, as I am a yoimg man'. It was in this state that I spent ten more 
ni^ts and thus fifty days had passed since people boycotted us and gave up taUdng to us. After I had offered my Faj r 
prayer on the early morning of the fiftieth day of this boycott on the roof of one of our houses, and had sat in the very 
state which AUah described as: 'The earth seemed constrained for me despite its vastness', I heard the voice of a 
prodaimer from the peak of the hiU Sal' shouting at the top of his voice: 'O Ka'b bin Malik, rejoice.' I fell down in 
prostration and came to know that there was (a message of) relief for me. Messenger of AUah (0) had informed the 

people about the acceptance of our repentance by AUah after he had offered the Faj r prayer. So the people went on to 
give us glad tidings and some of them went to my companions in order to give them the glad tidings. A man spurred 
his horse towards me (to give the good news), and another one from the tribe of Aslam came running for the same 
purpose and, as he approached the mount, I received the good news which reached me before the rider did. When 
the one whose voice I had heard came to me to congratulate me, I took off my garments and gave them to him for 
the good news he brou^t to me. By AUah, I possessed nothing else (in the form of clothes) except these garments, at 
that time. Then I borrowed two garments, dressed myself and came to Messenger of AUah (0) On my way, I met 

groups of people who greeted me for (the acceptance of) repentance and they said: 'Congratulations for acceptance 
of your repentance.' I reached the mosque where Messenger of AUah (0) was sitting amidst people. Talhah bin 

'UbaidiUlah got up and rushed towards me, shook hands with me and greeted me. By AUah, no person stood up (to 
greet me) from amongst the Muhajirun besides him." Ka'b said that he never forgot (this good gesture of) Talhah. 
Ka'b further said: "I greeted Messenger of AUah (0) with 'As-salamu 'alaikum' and his face was beaming with 

pleasure. He (0) said, 'Rejoice with the best day you have ever seen since your mother gave you birth. 'I said: 'O 
Messenger of AUah! Is this (good news) from you or from AUah?' He said, 'No, it is from AUah.' And it was common 
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with Messenger of Allah (0) that v\^en ever he was happy, his face would ^ow as if it were a part of the moon and it 

was from this that we recognized it (his delight). As I sat before him, I said, I have placed a condition upon myself 
that if AUah accepts my Taubah, I would give up all of my property in charity for the sake of AUah and His Messenger 
(ig)!' Thereupon Messenger of Allah (ig) said, 'Keep some property with you, as it is better for you.' I said, 'I shall 

keep with me that portion vdiich is in Khaibar'. I added: 'O Messenger of Allah! Verily, Allah has granted me 
salvation because of my truthhilness, and therefore, repentance obliges me to speak nothing but the truth as long as 
I am alive." Ka'b added: "By AUah, I do not know anyone among the MusUms who has been granted truthfulness 
better than me since I said this to the Prophet (0). By Allah! Since the time I made a pledge of this to Messenger of 

AUah (0), I have never intended to tell a lie, and I hope that AUah woiUd protect me (against telUngUes) for the rest 
of my life. AUah, the Exalted, the Glorious, revealed these Verses: 

'Allah has forgiven the Prophet (0), the Mnhajirun (MusUm Emigrants vdio left their homes and came to Al- 
Madinah) and the Ansar (Muslims of Al- Madinah) vdio followed him (MiUiammad (0)) in the time of distress 

(Tabnk expedition), after the hearts of a party of them had nearly deviated (from the Ri^t Path), but He accepted 
their repentance. Certainly, He is unto them full of kindness. Most Merciful. And (He did forgive also) the three who 
did not join [the Tabuk expedition and whose case was deferred (by the Prophet (ii)) for Allah's 

Decision] tiU for them the earth, vast as it is, was straitened and their ownselves were straitened to them, and they 
perceived that there is no fleeing from AUah, and no refuge but with Him. Then, He forgave them (accepted their 
repentance), that they mi^t beg for His Pardon [repent (unto Him)] . Verily, AUah is the One Who forgives and 
accepts repentance. Most Merciful. O you vdio believe! Be afraid of AUah, and be with those who are true (in word 
and deeds)." (9:117,118). 

Ka'b said: "By AUah, since AUah guided me to Islam, there has been no blessing more significant for me than this 
truth of mine which I spoke to Messenger of AUah (0), and if I were to teU a lie I worUd have been ruined as were 

ruined those vdio had told lies, for AUah described those who told lies with the worst description He ever attributed 
to anybody else, as He sent down the Revelation: 

They wiU swear by AUah to you (Muslims) when you return to them, that you may turn away from them. So turn 
away from them. Surely, they are Rijsrm [i.e., Najasun (impure) because of their evil deeds], and Hell is 
their dwelling place - a recompense for that which they used to earn. They (the hypocrites) swear to you (MusUms) 
that you may be pleased with them, but if you are pleased with them, certainly AUah is not pleased with the people 
vdio are Al- Fa'siqun (rebeUious, disobedient to Allah)". (9:95,96) 

Ka'b further added: "The matter of the three of us remained pending for decision apart from the case of those who 
had made excuses on oath before Messenger of AUah (ig) and he accepted those, took fresh oaths of aUegianoe from 

them and supplicated for their forgiveness. The Prophet (0) kept our matter pending till AUah decided it. The three 

vdiose matter was deferred have been shown mercy. The reference here is not to our staying back from the 
expedition but to his delaying our matter and keeping it pending beyond the matter of those who made their excuses 
on oath which he accepted".

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Another version adds: "Messenger of Allah (0) set out for Tabuk on Thursday. He used to prefer to set out on 
journey on Thursday." Another version says: "Messenger of Allah (0) used to come back from a journey in the early 

forenoon and went strai^t to the mosgue where he would perform two Rak'ah prayer. Afterwards he would seat 
himself there".

A woman from the tribe J uhainah came to Messenger of Allah (0) while she was pregnant from (Zina) adultery and 

said to him: "O Messenger of Allah! 1 have committed an offense liable to Hadd (prescribed punishment), so exact 
the execution of the sentence." Messenger of AUah (0) called her guardian and said to him, "Treat her kindly. Bring 

her to me after the delivery of the child." That man complied with the orders. At last the Prophet (0) commanded to 
carry out the sentence. Her clothes were secured around her and she was stoned to death. The Prophet (0) led her 

funeral prayers. 'Umar submitted: "O Messenger of Allah! She committed Zina and you have performed funeral 
prayer for her?" He replied, "Verily, she made repentance which would suffice for seventy of the people of Al- 
Madinah if it is divided among them. Can there be any higher degree of repentance than that she sacrificed her life 
voluntarily to win the Pleasure of AUah, the Exalted?".

'I have grown old, so send me a yormg boy in order to teach him magic.' The king sent him a yormg boy to serve the 
purpose. And on his way (to the magician) the young boy met a monk to whom he listened to and liked it. It became 
his habit that on his way to the magician, he would meet the monk and sit there and would come to the magician 
(late). The magician used to beat him because of this delay. He complained about this to the monk who said to him: 
'When you feel afraid of the magician, say: Members of my family detained me. And when you fear your family, say: 
The magician detained me.' It so happened that there came a huge beast and it blocked the way of the people, and 
the young boy said: 'I wUl know today whether the magician or the monk is better.' He picked up a stone and said: 'O 
AUah, if the way of the monk is dearer to You than the way of the magician, bring about death to the animal so that 
the people be able to move about freely.' He threw that stone at it and kiUed it and the people began to move about 
freely. He then came to the monk and told him the story. The monk said: 'Son, today you are superior to me. You 
have come to a stage vhere I feel that you would be soon put to a trial, and in case you are put to a trial, do not reveal 
me.' That yormg boy began to heal those bom bUnd and the lepers and he, in fact, began to cure people from all 
kinds of iUnesses. When a courtier of the king vdio had gone blind heard about him, he came to him with numerous 
gifts and said, 'If you cure me, aU these things wiU be yours.' He said, 'I myself do not cure anyone. It is Allah, the 
Exalted, Alone Who cures; and if you affirm faith in Allah, I shall also supplicate to Allah to cure you.' This courtier 
affirmed his faith in AUah and AUah cured him. He came to the king and sat by his side as he used to sit before. The 
king said to him, 'Who restored your eyesi^t?' He said, 'My Rubb.' Thereupon he said, 'Do you have another lord 
besides me?' He said, 'My Rubb and your Rubb is AUah.' So the king kept torturing him rmtill he revealed the yormg 
boy. The young boy was thus summoned and the king said to him, 'O boy, it has been conveyed to me that you have 
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become so much proficient in your magic that you cure the blind and the lepers and you do such and such.' 
Thereupon he said, '1 do not cure anyone; it is Allah Alone Who cures,' and the king took hold of him and began to 
torture him until he revealed of the monk. The monk was summoned and it was said to him: 'You should turn back 
from your religion.' But he refused. The king sent for a saw, placed it in the middle of his head and cut him into two 
parts that feU down. Then the courtier of the king was brou^t forward and it was said to him: 'Turn back from your 
religion.' He, too, refused, and the saw was placed in the midst of his head and he was tom into two parts. Then the 
boy was sent for and it was said to him: 'Turn back from your religion.' He refused. The king then handed him over 
to a group of his courtiers, and said to them: 'Take him to such and such mountain; make him dimb up that 
mountain and when you reach its peak ask him to renormoe his Faith. If he refuses to do so, push him to his death.' 
So they took him and made him climb up the mountain and he said: 'O AUah, save me from them in any way you 
like,' and the mountain began to shake and they all feU down (dead) and that young boy came walking to the king. 
The king said to him, 'What happened to your companions?' He said, 'AUah has saved me from them.' He again 
handed him to some of his courtiers and said: 'Take him and carry him in a boat and vdien you reach the middle of 
the sea, ask him to renormce his reUgion. If he does not renormce his reUgion throw him (into the water).' So they 
took him and he said: 'O Allah, save me from them.' The boat turned upside down and they aU drowned except the 
young boy who came walking to the king.

The king asked, 'What is that?' He said, 'Gather all people in one place and tie me up to the trunk of a tree, then take 
an arrow from my guiver and say: With the Name of Allah, the Rubb of the boy; then shoot me. If you do that you 
wiU be able to kiU me.' 'The king called the people in an open field and tied the yormg boy to the trunk of a tree. He 
took out an arrow from his guiver, fixed in the bow and said, 'With the Name of AUah, the Rrrbb of the young boy,' he 
then shot the arrow and it hit the boy's temple. The young boy placed his hand upon the temple vdiere the arrow had 
hit him and died. The people then said: 'We beUeve in the Rrrbb of this yormg boy.' The king was told: 'Do you see 
what you were afraid of, by AUah it has taken place; aU people have beUeved.' The king then commanded that 
trenches be dug and fire fit in them, and said: 'He vdio worUd not turn back from his (the young boy's) reUgion, 
throw him in the fire' or 'he would be ordered to jump into it.' They did so tiU a woman came with her child. She felt 
hesitant in jumping into the fire. The child said to her: 'O mother! Endure (this ordeal) for you are on the Right 
Path".

Talhah said to me: "Take up the boy and carry him to the Prophet (0)"; and he sent some dates with him. The 
Prophet (0) enquired, "Is there anything with him?" He said; "Yes, some dates". The Prophet (0) took a date, 

chewed it and put it in the mouth of the baby and rubbed the chewed date aroimd the baby's gum and named him 
'Abdullah.

If some people borrow something from another family and then (the members of 
the family) ask for its return, would they refuse to give it back to them." He said, "No". She said, "Then hope reward 
for your son". Abu Talhah got angry, and said; "You left me uninformed until I stained myself (with sexual 
intercourse) and then you told me about my son. "He went to Messenger of Allah (0) and informed him about the 

matter. Thereupon Messenger of Allah (ig) said, "May Allah bless the night you spent together!" He (the narrator) 
said: She conceived. (One day) Messenger of AUah (0) was in the course of a journey and she was along with him. 
When Messenger of Allah (ig) used to come back to Al-Madinah from a journey, he would not enter it (during the 

night). When the people came near Al- Madinah, she felt labour pains. He (Abu Talhah) remained with her and 
Messenger of AUah (0) proceeded on. Abu Talhah said: "O Rubb, You know that I love to go along with Messenger 

of Allah (0) vdien he goes out and enter along with him vdien he enters, and I have been detained as You see." Umm 

SrUaim then said: "O Abu Talhah, I do not feel (so much pain) as I was feeUng earUer, so we better proceed on. So we 
proceeded on and she felt the labour of delivery as they reached (Al-Madinah). She gave birth to a male child. My 
mother said to me: "O Anas, none shorUd suckle him until you go to Messenger of AUah (ig) tomorrow morning." 

The next morning I carried the baby with me to Messenger of AUah (0), and narrated the rest of the story.

Anas (May AUah be pleased with him) said: "We believe that the 
Ayah 'Among the believers are men who have been true to their covenant with AUah[i,e., they have gone out for 
Jihad (holy fitting), and showed not their backs to the disbeUevers]...' (33:23), refers to him and his

I ('Aishah (May AUah be pleased with her) 
asked him: "O Messenger of AUah! What are these new words vdiich 1 hear from you repeatedly." He replied, "A sign 
has been appointed for me relating to my people that I should repeat these words at the sight of that sign". Then he 
recited Surat An-Nasr. 

Another narration in Muslim related from 'Aishah (May AUah be pleased with her) is: Messenger of AUah (0) often 

recited, "Glory be to AUah and praise be to Him; 1 seek forgiveness of AUah and turn to Him in repentance." I said to 
him: "O Messenger of AUah, I hear you recite frequently: 'O AUah, You are free from every imperfection our Rubb 
and aU praise is for You; I seek forgiveness of AUah and turn to Him in repentance.'" He replied, "My Rubb has 
informed me that I worUd soon see a sign regarding my people, whenever 1 see it, I repeat this statement more often 
(of His Glorification and Praise and beg pardon of Him and turn to Him). Now I have witnessed the sign. The 
revelation of Surat An- Nasr and the victory is the conquest of Makkah."

"Send him to me". I went to him accordingly. He asked me, "How often do you observe fast?" I replied; "Daily". He 
asked me, "How long do you take in reading the Noble Qur'an completely." I said, "Once every ni^t". Then he 
narrated the vdiole story. He (in his old age) worUd recite one seventh of his nightly recitation to some members of 
his family during the day to U^ten his task at night. Whenever he wished to have a relief from his fast on alternate 
days, he worUd give up fasting for a few days and make up deficiency later by observing the number of fasts he had 
missed. He worUd not give up the number of fasts altogether because he did not Uke to abandon what he had settled 
with Messenger of AUah (0).

The 
Messenger of Adah replied, "Have you not seen how the d^tning goes and returns in the twinkling of an eye? Next 
(group wid pass) like the passing of the breeze, next dke the passing of a bird, and the next with the speed of a 
running man, according to the guality of their deeds. (During ad this time) your Prophet (0) wid remain standing 
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on the Bridge saying: ' O my Robb, keep (them) safe, keep (them) safe,' till men's deeds are so weak that a man 
comes who wiU be able only to cravd. On both sides of the Bridge pronged flesh hooks, placed imder command wiU 
be hung and wiU seize those about vdiom they receive command, some people being lacerated and escaping and 
others being thrown violently into Hell." Abu Hurairah added: By Him in Whose Hand Abu Hurairah's soul is, the 
pit of J ahannam (Hell) is seventy years in depth.

When Az-Zubair, got ready to fi^t in the battle of Al- J amal, he called me and said: "My son, vdioever is killed today 
will be either a wrongdoer or a wronged one. I expect that I shall be the the wronged one today. I am much worried 
about my debt. Do you think that anything will be left over from our property after the payment of my debt? My son, 
sell our property and pay off my debt." Az-Zubair then willed one-third of that portion to his sons; namely 
'Abdullah's sons. He said, "One-third of the one-third. If any property is left after the payment of debts, one-third (of 
the one-third of vdiat is left is to be given to your sons." (Hisham, a subnarrator added: "Some of the sons of 
'Abdullah were equal in age to the sons of Az-Zubair, e.g., Khubaib and Abbad. 'AbduUah had nine sons and nine 
daughters at that time)". (The narrator 'Abdullah added:) He kept on instructing me about his debts and then said: 
"My son, should you find yourself imable to pay any portion of my debt then beseech my Master for His help." By 
AUah, I did not understand vdiat he meant and asked: "Father, who is your Master?" He said: "AUah." By Allah! 
Whenever I faced a difficulty in discharging any portion of his debt; I would pray: "O Master of Zubair, discharge his 
debt," and He discharged it. Zubair was martyred. He left no money, but he left certain lands, one of them in Al- 
Ghabah, eleven houses in Al-Madinah, two in Basrah, one in Kufah and one in Egypt. The cause of his indebtedness 
was that a person would come to him asking him to keep some money of his in trust for him. Zubair would refuse to 
accept it as a trust, fearing it might be lost, but would take it as a loan. He never accepted a governorship, or revenue 
office, or any public office. He fou^t along with Messenger of AUah (0) and Abu Bakr, 'Umar and 'Uthman (May 

AUah be pleased with them). 
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'Abdullah added: I prepared a statement of his debts and they amoimted to two million and two hundred thousand! 


Hakim bin Hizam met me and asked me: "Nephew, how much is due from my brother as debt?" 1 kept it as secret 
and said: "A hundred thousand." Hakim said: "By Allah! I do not think your assets are sufficient for the payment of 
these debts." 1 said: "What would you think if the amount were two million and two hundred thousand?" He said: "1 
do not think that you would be able to dear off the debts. If you find it difficult let me know." 

Az-Zubair (May Allah bepleased with him) had purchased the land in Al-Ghabah for a himdred and seventy 
thousand. 'Abdullah sold it for a million and six hundred thousand, and dedared that whosoever had a daim against 
Az-Zubair (May Allah bepleased with him) should see him in Al-Ghabah. 'Abdullah bin J a'far (May Allah bepleased 
with him) came to him and said: "Az- Zubair (May AUah bepleased with him) owed me four hundred thousand, but I 
would remit the debt if you wish." 'Abdullah (May Allah bepleased with him) said: "No." Ibn J a'far said: "If you 
would desire for postponement I would postpone the recovery of it." 'Abdullah said: "No." Ibn J a'far then said: "In 
that case, measure out a plot for me." 'AbduUah marked out a plot. Thus he sold the land and discharged his father's 
debt. There remained out of the land four and a half shares. He then visited Mu'awiyah who had with him at the time 
'Amr bin 'Uthman, Al-Mundhir bin Az-Zubair and Ibn Zam'ah (May Allah bepleased with them). Mu'awiyah (May 
Allah bepleased with him) said: "What price did you put on the land in Al-Ghabah?" He said: "One hundred 
thousand for a each share. Mu'awiyah inquired: "How much of it is left?" 'Abdullah said: "Four and a half shares." 
Al-Mundhir bin Az-Zubair said: "I will buy one share for a hundred thousand". 'Amr bin 'Uthman said: "I will buy 
one share for a hundred thousand". Ibn Zam'ah said: "I will buy one share for a hundred thousand." Then 
Mu'awiyah asked: "How much of it is now left?" 'Abdullah said: "One and a half share. Mu'awiyah said: "I will take it 
for one himdred and fifty thousand." Later 'AbduUah bin J a'far sold his share to Mu'awiyah for six himdred 
thousand. 

When 'Abdullah bin Az-Zubair (May Allah bepleased with him) finished the debts, the heirs of Az-Zubair (May AUah 
bepleased with him) asked him to distribute the inheritance among them. He said: "I wUl not do that imtil I 
announce during four successive Hajj seasons: 'Let he who has a claim against Az-Zubair come forward and we shall 
discharge it.'" He made this declaration on four Hajj seasons and then distributed the inheritance among the heirs of 
Az-Zubair (May AUah bepleased with him) according to his will. Az- Zubair (May Allah bepleased with him) had four 
wives. Each of them received a miUion and two hundred thousand. Thus Az-Zubair's total property was amoimted to 
fifty million and two himdred thousand.

(Khazirah is a special type of dish prepared from barley flour and 
meat soup). When the nei^ibours got the news that Messenger of AUah (0) was in my house, they started coming 

till a large number of men gathered in my house. One of them said, "What is wrong with Malik, for I do not see 
him?" One of them replied, "He is a hypocrite and does not love AUah and His Messenger". On that Messenger of 
AUah (0) said, "Don't say this. Haven't you seen that he testified that there is no true god except AUah,' for AUah's 

sake only." The man replied, "AUah and His Messenger know better, but by AUah, we never saw him but helping and 
talking with the hypocrites."

In the Pre-Islamic Period of Ignorance, I used to think that people vdio used to worship idols, were deviated and did 
not adhere to the true religion. Then I heard of a man in Makkah who was preaching a message. So I mounted my 
camel and went to him. I found that (this man who was) Messenger of Allah (0) remained hidden because of the 

persecution by his people. I had entered Makkah stealthily and when I met him I asked him, "Who are you?" He (0) 

said, "I am a Prophet." I asked; "What is a Prophet?" He said, "Allah has sent me (with a message)". I asked, "With 
vdiat has He sent you?" He said, "He sent me to strengthen the ties of kinship, to destroy idols so that Allah alone 
should be worshipped and nothing should be associated with Him". I asked, "Who has followed you in this?" He 
said, "A freeman and a slave". (At that time only Abu Bakr and Bilal (May Allah be pleased with her) were with him). 
I said, "I shall follow you". He said, "You can not do that now. Do you not see my situation and that of the people? Go 
to your people, and when you hear that my cause has prevailed, come to me". So I went back to my people, and while 
I was with my people. Messenger of AUah (^) emigrated to Al-Madinah. I continued to ask people about him tiU 

some of my people visited Al- Madinah. On their return, I asked them, "How is that man who has arrived in Al- 
Madinah faring?" They said, "People are hastening to him. His own people had planned to kill him but did not 
succeed." Then I went to Al-Madinah and came to him and said, "O Messenger of AUah, do you recognize me?" He 
(0) said, "Yes, you are the one vdio met me in Makkah." I said, "O Messenger of AUah, teU me of that which AUah 

has taught you and of which I am unaware. TeU me about Salat first." He (ig) replied, "Perform the Fajr (morning) 

Salat, then stop Salat until the sun has risen up to the hei^t of a lance, for vdien it rises, it rises up between the 
horns of the devil, and the infidels prostrate themselves before it at that time. Then perform Salat, for Salat is 
witnessed and angels attend it, until the shadow becomes egual to the length of its object; then stop Salat, for at that 
time Jahannam (HeU) is heated up. Then pray vdien the shadow becomes longer, for the prayer is witnessed and 
angels attend it, until you perform 'Asr prayer; then stop Salat tiU sun sets, for it sets between the horns of a devil. At 
that time the infidels prostrate themselves before it." I then asked the Messenger of AUah to teU me about Wudu', 
and he (0) said, "When a person begins the Wudu' and washes his mouth and nose, the sins committed by his face, 

mouth and nostrUs are washed out. Then when he washes his face as commanded by AUah, the sins of his face are 
washed out with the water from the sides of his beard. Then when he washes his hands up to elbows, the sins of his 
hands are washed out throu^ his fingers with water. Then he passes his wet hands over his head and the sins of the 
head are washed out throu^ the ends of his hair with water. Then he washes his feet up to the ankles, the sins of his 
feet are washed out through his toes with water. Then, if he stands up for Salat and praises AUah, glorifies Him, 
proclaims His Greatness as He deserves and devotes his heart vdiolly to AUah, he emerges sin free as the day he was 
bom". 


When 'Amr bin 'Abasah (May AUah be pleased with him) narrated this Hadith to Abu Umamah (May AUah be 
pleased with him) a Companion of the Prophet (0), the latter said to him, "Watch what you are saying. O 'Amr bin 

'Abasah, a man will be getting aU of this in one shot?" 'Amr (May AUah be pleased with him) repUed, "O Abu 
Umamah, I have attained old age, my bones have become dry, my death is approaching and there is no need for me 
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to tell lies concerning Allah and His Messenger (0). Had I not heard this from the Messenger of AUah only once, 
twice, thrice (and he coimted up to seven) 1 would never have reported it.

I said to myself: "This meagre quantity of milk will not be enough for aU 
the people of As- Suffah! I am more deserving of it than anyone else. By drinking it I may attain some strength. When 
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they cxDme, he will order me to give it to them. I do not expect that anything will be left for me from this milk" As 
there was no alternative but to obey Allah and His Messenger (0). 1 went and called them. They came and sought 

permission which was granted. They took their seats. The Prophet (0) called me and 1 responded, "At your service, 

O Messenger of AUah." He then said, "Take the milk and give it to them." 1 took the bovd and gave it to one man vdio 
drank his fill and returned it to me, and I gave it to the next and he did the same. I went on doing this tiU the bovd 
reached Messenger of Allah (0).

J abir bin 'Abdullah (May Allah he pleased with them) reported: 

Messenger of Allah (0) sent us in an expedition under the command of Abu 'Ubaidah (May AUah be pleased with 

him) to intercept a caravan of the Quraish. He provided us with a bag of dates, apart from which he found nothing 
for us. Abu 'Ubaidah (May AUah be pleased with him) gave each of us one date (every day). He (the narrator) was 
asked: "What did you do with that?" He said: We sucked that just like a baby and then drank water over that, and it 
was sufficient for us for the day until night. We beat off leaves with the help of our sticks, then drenched them with 
water and ate them. We then went to the seaside, when there appeared before us something like a big moimd. We 
came near it and we foimd that it was a beast caUed Al-Anbar. Abu 'Ubaidah (May Allah be pleased with him) said: 
"It is dead (so it useless for us)." He then said: "No (but it does not matter), we have been sent by Messenger of AUah 
(0) in the way of AUah and you are hard-pressed (on aocoimt of the scarcity of food), so you can eat that." We, three 

hrmdred in number, stayed there for a month imtil we fattened up (having plenty to eat of that fish). He (J abir) said: 
I saw how we extracted pitcher after pitcher fuU of fat from the cavity of its eye, and sUced from it compact piece of 
meat egual to a buU or almost like a brUl. Abu 'Ubaidah (May AUah be pleased with him) caUed thirteen men from us 
and he made them sit in the cavity of its eye, and he held one of its ribs and raised it erect and then saddled the 
biggest of the camels we had with us and it passed through it (the arched rib), and we carried large pieces of meat for 
use in our journey. When we came back to Al-Madinah we went to Messenger of AUah (0) and told him about that, 

whereupon he said, "That was a sustenance AUah had brou^t forth for you. Do you have any piece of meat left with 
you, for us to eat." J abir (May AUah be pleased with him) said: We sent to Messenger of AUah (0) some of that 

(meat) and he ate it.

J abir (May Allah be pleased with him) reported: 

On the day of the battle of Al-Khandaq (the Trench), we were digging the trench vdien a very hard boulder came in 
our way. The Companions went to Messenger of Allah (0) and told him about it. He said, "1 wiU go down the trench 

to see it." He stood up and it was noticed that he had tied a stone over his stomach due to intense hunger. We had 
not tasted anything for three days. He took up a spade and struck the hard rock with it and it turned into sand. 1 
sou^t his permission to go home, (after reaching home 1) said to my wife, "1 have seen the Prophet (0) in a state 

that 1 am imable to endure. Have you got anything in the house?" She said, "1 have a small quantity of barley and a 
lamb." 1 slaughtered the lamb, ground the barley and put the meat in the cooking pot. Then I went to the Prophet 
(0). In the meantime the flour had been kneaded and the meat in the pot was nearly cooked. I said to him, "O 

Messenger of Allah, I have some food, will you come along with one or two Companions?" He asked, "How many 
men should go there?" I told him the number. He said, "It will be better if they are more in number. TeU your wife 
not to remove the pot from the hearth nor the bread from the oven till 1 arrive." Then he said to the Muhajirun and 
the Ansar: "Let us go (to eat)." They all rose (and went with him). I went to my wife and said, "Bless you, the Prophet 
(0), the Muhajirun, the Ansar and the vdiole company are coming." She said, "Did he (0) ask you?" I replied in the 

affirmative. (When they arrived) Messenger of Allah (0) said to his Companions, "Enter, but do not crowd in." Then 
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he started breaking up the bread and putting meat on it. He would take from the pot and the oven then would cover 
them up, approach his Companions and hand it over to them. He would then go back and rmcover the pot and the 
oven. He continued to break up the bread and put meat on it tiU all had eaten to their fill and stiU some of the food 
remained. Then he said to my wife, "Eat from it, and send it as a present, for the people have been afflicted with 
severe hunger."

Another narration is: J abir said: When the trench was being dug, I noticed the signs of hunger on the face of the 
Prophet (0). I returned to my wife and said to her, "Have you got anything in the house? 1 have seen the signs of 

severe hunger on the face of Messenger of AUah {%)." She brought out a bag which contained a Sa' (a measure that 

eguals approximately 3kg.) of barley. We had a lamb which was reared in the home. I slau^tered the lamb and she 
ground the flour for baking bread. 1 then cut the meat and put it in the cooking pot. When 1 was returning to 
Messenger of AUah ( 0 ), my wife said to me, "Do not embarass me before Messenger of Allah ( 0 ) and his 

Companions." (She said this because she thou^t that the food woiUd not be enough for everyone, for how can very 
little food cater for a thousand people?) When 1 came to him, 1 said to him in a low tone, "O Messenger of Allah {%), 

we have slau^tered a small lamb and have ground a Sa' of barley. Please accompany me with a few of your 
Companions." Thereupon he (0) annormoed in a loud voice, "O people of the Trench, J abir has arranged a feast for 

you, so aU of you are welcome." And addressing me he said, "Do not take the pot off the fire, nor bake the kneaded 
flour tiU I arrive." So 1 came home and he came ahead of the people. My wife said, "It will be a matter of disgrace for 
you (because there is not enough food)." 1 said, "I did only vdiat you told me." She brought out the kneaded flour and 
Messenger of Allah (0) spat into it, and invoked the blessing of Allah on it, and then he spat into the cooking pot 

and invoked the blessing of Allah on it. Then he said, "Call another woman to help bake bread and let her take out 
from the cooking pot, but do not take it off the fire." There were about a thousand guests. AU of them ate till they left 
the food and went off. Our pot still biUjbled as before and the dou^ was being baked as before.

Anas (May Allah be pleased with him) reported; 

Abu Talhah (May Allah be pleased with him) said to (to his wife) Umm Sulaim(May Allah be pleased with her), "I 
noticed some weakness in the voice of Messenger of Allah (0) and I feel it was due to himger. Have you got any 

food?" She said, "Yes." So she brought out barley loaves, took off her head covering, in a part of which she wrapped 
these loaves and then put them beneath my mantle and covered me with a part of it. She then sent me to Messenger 
of Allah {%). I set forth and foimd Messenger of Allah {%) sitting in the mosgue in the company of some people. I 

stood near them whereupon Messenger of Allah (0) asked, "Has Abu Talhah sent you?" I said, "Yes." Thereupon he 

said to those who were with him to get up (and follow him). He went forth and so did I, ahead of them imtil I came 
to Abu Talhah and informed him. Abu Talhah said, "O Umm Sulaim, here comes Messenger of Allah (0) along with 

the people and we do not have enough (food) to feed them." She said, "Allah and His Messenger know better." Abu 
Talhah went out (to receive him) until he met Messenger of Allah {%), and he came forward along with him imtil 

they both (Messenger of Allah (0) and Abu Talhah (May Allah be pleased with him) came in. Then Messenger of 
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Allah (0) said, "O Umm Sulaim, bring forth what you have with you." So she brought the bread. Messenger of Allah 
(ig) commanded that the bread be broken into small pieces and after Umm Sulaim (May Allah be pleased with her) 
had sgueezed clarified butter out of a butter container and made it just like soup. Messenger of Allah (0) recited 

over it vdiat Allah wished him to recite. He then said, "Allow ten guests to come in." They ate until they had their fiU. 
They then went out. He (Messenger of Allah (0)) again said, "Allow ten (more to come in)", and he (the host) 

ushered them in. They ate to their fiU. Then they went out. He (0) again said, "Allow ten (more)," until all the 

people ate to their fill. They were seventy or eighty persons.

Another narration is: Anas said: When all had eaten, the remaining food was collected. It was as much as there was 
in the beginning. 

Yet another narration is: Anas said: The groups of ten people ate by turn. After ei^ty persons had eaten. Messenger 
of AUah (0) and the family of that house ate, and there was still a guantity left over. 


Another narration is: Anas (May AUah be pleased with him) said: I visited Messenger of AUah (0) one day, and 

found him sitting in the company of his Companions, with a belt tied over his waist. I asked, "Why has Messenger of 
AUah (0) tied the belt on his waist?" I was told, "Due to hrmger." I went to Abu Talhah (May AUah be pleased with 

him) the husband of Umm SrUaim (May AUah be pleased with her) and said, "O father, I have seen Messenger of 
AUah (0) with a belt tied over his waist. I asked one of his Companions about the reason of it and he said that it was 

on accoimt of severe hunger." Abu Talhah (May AUah be pleased with him) went to my mother and asked, "Have you 
got anything?" She said, "Yes. I have a piece of bread and some dry dates. Were Messenger of AUah (ig) to come 

alone, we coiUd feed him his fiU, but if he comes along with others, there woiUd not be enou^ food." Anas then 
narrated the Hadith in fiUl.

Abu Bakr (May Allah be pleased with him) came and knocked at the 
door. I said; "Who is that?" He said: "Abu Bakr." I said, "Wait a moment." Then I went to the Messenger of AUah 
(0) and said, "O Messenger of Allah! Abu Bakr is at the door seeking permission to enter." He said, "Admit him and 

give him the glad tidings of Jannah." I returned and said to Abu Bakr (May Allah be pleased with him): "You may 
enter and Messenger of Allah (ig) has given you the ^ad tidings of (entering) J annah." Abu Bakr (May AUah be 

pleased with him) came in and sat down on the right side of Messenger of Allah (0) and suspended his legs into the 

weU and imcovered his shanks, as the Messenger of AUah had done. I returned to the door and sat down. I had left 
my brother at home while he was performing Wudu' and intending to join me. I said to myself: "If AUah intends 
good for him (i.e., to be blessed to come at this time and receive the ^ad tidings of enteringj annah). He will bring 
him here." Someone knocked at the door and I said, "Who is it?" He said, "Umar bin Al-Khattab." I said, "Wait a 
moment." Then I proceeded towards Messenger of AUah (ig). I greeted him and said, "Umar is at the door, seeking 

permission to enter. He said, "Let him in and give him the glad tidings of enteringj annah." I went back to 'Umar 
(May AUah be pleased with him) and said to him, "Messenger of AUah has given you permission as weU as ^ad 
tidings of enteringj annah." He entered and sat down with Messenger of AUah {%) on his left side and danced his 

feet into the well. I returned to the door and sat down and said to myself: "If AUah intends good for my brother. He 
will bring him here." Someone knocked at the door and I said, "Who is it?" He said, "Uthman bin 'Affan." I said, 
"Wait a moment." I went to Messenger of AUah (0) and informed him about his arrival. He said, "Let him in and 

give him ^ad tidings of enteringj annah together with a tribrUation which he wiU have to face." I came back to him 
and said, "You may enter; and Messenger of AUah (0) gives you the glad tidings of enteringj annah together with a 

tribrUation that will afflict you." He got in and saw that the elevated platform roimd the well was fully occupied. So 
he sat on opposite side. Sa'id bin Al- Musaiyab (May AUah be pleased with him) a subnarrator has reported: The 
order in which they sat down indicated the places of their burial.

vdioever you meet outside this garden testifying that La ilaha illallah (There is no true god except AUah), being 
assured of it in his heart, give him the ^ad tidings that he wiU enter Jannah." (Abu Hurairah then narrated the 
Hadith in fuU).

We visited 'Amr bin Al-'as (May Allah be pleased with him) when he was in his deathbed. He wept for a long time 
and turned his face towards the wall.

us and said: "The best thing vdiich you can cormt upon is the affirmation that: La ilaha iUaUah (there is no true god 
except AUah), and that Muhammad is the Messenger of Allah. I have passed through three phases. 1 remember when 
1 hated none more than I hated the Messenger of AUah {%), and there was no other desire stronger in me than that 

of kiUing him. Had I died in that state, 1 worUd have definitely been one of the dweUers of Fire (Hell). When AUah 
instilled the love for Islam in my heart, 1 went to Messenger of AUah (0) and said, 'Extend your right hand, so that 1 

pledge allegiance to you.' He (0) stretched out his right hand, but 1 withdrew my hand. He said, 'What is the matter, 

'Amr?' I said, 'I wish to lay down same conditions.' He asked, 'What conditions do you wish to put forward?' I 
repUed, 'To be granted forgiveness.' He said, 'Do you not know that (embracing) Islam wipes out all that has gone 
before it (previous misdeeds). Verily, emigration wipes out all the previous sins, and the Hajj (pilgrimage) wipes out 
all the previous sins.' Thereafter, no one was dearer to me than Messenger of AUah (0), and none was more 

respectable than him in my eyes. So bri^t was his splendour that I corUd not gather enough courage to look at his 
face for any length of time. If I were asked to describe his feature, I worUd not be able to do so because I have never 
cau^t a full gUmpse of his face. Had I died in that state I corUd have hoped to be one of the dweUers of J annah. 
Thereafter, we were made responsible for many things and in the light of which I am unable to know vdiat is in store 
for me. When I die, no mourner, nor fire shorUd accompany my bier. When you bury me, throw the earth gently over 
me and stand over my grave for the space of time within vdiich a camel is slaughtered and its meat is distributed so 
that I may enjoy your intimacy, and in your presence ascertain vdiat answer can I give to the Messengers of my Rubb 
(the angels in grave)."

He will find none of the 
animals missing with twisted horns, without horns or with a broken horn, and they will gore him with their horns 
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and trample upon him with their hoofs. As often as the first of them passes him, the last of them wiU be made to 
return to him during a day the measure vdiereof wiU be fifty thousand years, until J udgement is pronormced among 
(Allah's) slaves; and he wiU be shown his final abode either to J annah or to Hell." It was asked: "O Messenger of 
Allah, wbat about the horses?" Upon this he (0) said, "The horses are of three types. One, which is a burden for the 

owner; another which is a shield, and another one which makes its owner entitled to reward. The one for whom 
these are a burden is the person who rears them for show or for pride or for causing injury to the sentiments of the 
Muslims. They wiU be a cause of torment for their owners. The one for whom these are a shield is the person who 
rears them for the sake of Allah but does not forget the Right of AUah concerning their backs and their necks (i.e., he 
lets a needy ride on them), and so they are a shield for him. Those which bring reward to the one who rears them in 
pastures and gardens are the ones that are used in the Cause of AUah (J ihad) by the Muslims. Whatever they eat 
from the meadow/s and the gardens wiU be recorded on his behalf as good deeds so much so that their droppings and 
urine wiU be counted for an egual number of good deeds for him. Even when they break their tying rope and every 
height from which they cUmb and every hoofprint which they leave will be counted as a good deed on behalf of the 
owner. When their owner leads them throu^ a stream from which they drink, thou^ he does not intend to guench 
their thirst, yet Allah would record for him the guantity (of water) of what they would drink on his behalf as good 
deeds." It was asked: "O Messenger of Allah, what about the donkeys?" Upon this he (0) said, "Nothing has been 

revealed to me in regard to the donkeys in particular except this one Verse of a comprehensive nature: "So 
whosoever does good egual to the weight of an atom (or a smaU ant) shaft see it. And whosoever does evil egual to 
the wei^t of an atom (or a small ant) shaft see it.'"

Abu Bakr (May Allah be pleased with 
him) (my father) rebuked me. Then he said to them: "Please eat. By AUah! I wiU never eat the meal." 'Abdur-Rahman 
added: Whenever we took a morsel of the meal, the meal grew from underneath more than that morsel we had till 
everybody ate to his satisfaction; yet the remaining food was more than what was in the beginning. On seeing this, 
Abu Bakr (May Allah be pleased with him) called his wife and said: "O sister of Banu Firas! What is this?" She said: 
"O pleasure of my eyes! The food has increased thrice in quantity." Then Abu Bakr (May Allah be pleased with him) 
started eating. He said: "My oath not to take the meal was because of Satan." He took a morsel handful from it and 
carried the rest to the Prophet (0). That food remained with him. In those days there was a treaty between us and 

the pagans and when the period of that treaty elapsed, he (0) divided us into twelve groups and every group was 

headed by a man. AUah knows how many men were under the command of each leader. Anyhow, aU of them ate of 
that meal.

The inhabitants of Kufah complained to 'Umar (May Allah be pleased with him) against Sa'd bin Abu Waggas (May 
AUah be pleased with him) and 'Umar (May AUah be pleased with him) appointed 'Ammar (May Allah be pleased 
with him) as Governor of Kufah in his place. Their complaint was that he did not even conduct As- Salat (the prayers) 
properly. 'Umar (May Allah be pleased with him) sent for Sa'd and said to him: "O Abu Ishag, the people claim that 
you do not offer the Salat properly." Sa'd replied: "By AUah! I observe Salat according to the Salat of the Messenger 
of Allah (0), and I make no decrease in it. I prolong Qiyam (standing) in the first two Rak'ah in Ma^rib and 'Isha' 

prayers and shorten in the last ones." 'Umar (May AUah be pleased with him) said: "This is vdiat I thou^t of you, O 
Abu Ishag!" Then he sent with him a man (or some men) to Kufah to investigate the matter about him (from the 
people of Kufah). The inguiry was conducted in every mosgue and all the people in these mosgues praised him; but 
in the mosgue of the Banu 'Abs, a man, with the name of Usamah bin Qatadah and surname Abu Sa'dah, stood up 
and said, "Sa'd bin Abu Waggas did not participate in J ihad and he did not distribute the spoils eguitably and did 
not judge justly." On this Sa'd said: "I shaU make three suppUcations in respect of him: O AUah! If this slave of Yours 
is a liar and seeker of notoriety, please prolong his life and lengthen his period of adversity and afflict him with 
trials." (And so did it happen.) Thereafter, vdien the man was asked about his condition he worUd say, "I am an old 
man afflicted with trials and overtaken by the curses of Sa'd." 


'AbdrU-Malik bin 'Umair (a subnarrator) said: I saw this man with eyebrows hung over his eyes as a resiUt of his old 
age and he walked aimlessly, following young girls and winking at them.

Abu Hurairah (May Allah be pleased with him) reported: 

The Messenger of Allah (0) sent an espionage mission of ten men under the leadership of 'Asim bin Thabit Al- 

Ansari (May Allah be pleased with him). They proceeded tiU they reached Al-Had'ah, a place between 'Usfan and 
Makkah and the news of their arrival reached a section of the tribe of Hudhail, caUed Banu Libyan. About one 
hrmdred men, who were all archers, hurried to follow their tracks. When 'A sim and his companions came to know of 
their pursuers, they took refuge in a safe place. The infidels encircled them and said to them: "Come down and 
surrender, and we promise and guarantee you that we will not kill anyone of you." 'Asim bin Thabit (May AUah be 
pleased with him) said: "By Allah! 1 wiU not come down to be rmder the protection of disbelievers. O AUah! convey 
this news to our Prophet {%)." Then the infidels shot arrows at them tiU they kiUed 'Asim. Three men came down 

relying on their promise and covenant. They were Khubaib, Zaid bin Ad-Dathinah and another man. When the 
disbelievers captured them, they tied them up with the strings of their bows. The third of the captives said: "This is 
the beginning of first betrayal. By AUah! 1 wiU not go with you. 1 have a good example in these (martyrs)." So they 
dragged him and tried to compel him to accompany them, but he refused. At last they kiUed him. They took Khubaib 
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and Zaid bin Ad- Dathina with them and sold them as slaves in Makkah. This incident took place after the battle of 
Badr. 

Khubaib was bought by the sons of Al-Harith bin 'Amir bin Naufal bin 'Abd Manaf. It was Khubaib who had killed 
Al-Harith in the battle of Badr. Khubaib remained a prisoner with those people for a few days till the sons of Al- 
Harith resolved to kUl him. 


When Khubaib (May Allah be pleased with him) got wind of this plot, he borrowed a razor from one of Al- Harith's 
daughters in order to remove his pubic hair. Her little son crawled towards Khubaib because of her carelessness. 
Later on, she saw her son on his thigh and the razor was in his hand. She got scared so much that Khubaib noticed 
the agitation on her face and said: "Are you afraid that I will kiU him? No, I will never do that." She later remarked 
(after Al-Khubaib got martyred): "ByAUah! 1 never saw a prisoner better than Khubaib." She added: "ByAUah! I saw 
him once eating of a bunch of grapes in his hand while he was chained and there was no such fruit at that time in 
Makkah. Probably it was a boon which Allah bestowed upon Khubaib." 

When they took him out of the Haram of Makkah to kill him outside its bormdaries, Khubaib reguested them to let 
him offer two Rak'ah of voluntary prayer. They allowed him and he offered two Rak'ah prayer. Then he said: "Had I 
not apprehended that you would think that I was afraid of death, I would have prolonged the prayer. O Allah! Count 
their number; slay them one by one and spare not one of them." He then recited these poetic verses: 


'I do not care how they kiU me as long as I get martyred in the Cause of AUah as a Muslim. I received my death for 
Allah's sake. If AUah so desires. He wiU bless, the amputated limbs of the tom body.' 

Then the son of Al-Harith killed him. It was Khubaib who set the tradition for any Muslim sentenced to death in 
captivity to offer two Rak'ah of voluntary prayer. On that day the Messenger of Allah (0) informed his Companions 

of the martyrdom of Khubaib. Later on, when some disbelievers from Quraish were informed that 'Asim had been 
martyred, they sent some people to fetch a significant part of his body to ascertain his death. (This was because) 
'Asim had killed one of their chiefs. So Allah sent a swarm of wasps, resembling a shady doud, to hover over the 
body of 'Asim and to shield him from their messengers, and thus they could not cut off anything from his body.

The Messenger of Allah (0) very often used to ask his Companions, "Do any one of you has seen a dream?" So 
dreams would be narrated to him by those whom Allah willed to relate. One day he (0) said, "Last night I had a 

vision in which two men (angels) came to me and woke me up and said to me, 'Proceed!' I set out with them and we 
came across a man lying down, and behold, another man was standing over his head, holding a big rock. Behold, he 
was throwing the rock at the man's head, smashing it. When he struck him, the stone rolled away and he went after 
it to get it, and no sooner had he returned to this man, his head was healed and restored to its former condition. The 
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thrower (of the rock) then did the same as he had done before. I said to my two companions, 'Subhan-Allah! Who 
are these?' They said: 'Proceed, proceed.' So we proceeded and came to a man lying in a prone position and another 
man standing over his head with an iron hook, and behold, he would put the hook in one side of the man's mouth 
and tear off that side of his face to the back (of the neck), and similarly tear his nose from front to back, and his eyes 
from front to back Then he turned to the other side of the man's face and did just as he has done with the first side. 
He had hardly completed that (second) side when the first returned to its normal state. I said to my two companions, 
'Subhan-Allah! Who are these?' They said, 'Proceed, proceed.' So we proceeded and came across something like a 
Tannur (a kind of baking oven, a pit usually day-lined for baking bread)." I (the narrator) think the Prophet (^) 

said, "In that oven there was much noise and voices." The Prophet (0) added, "We looked into it and found naked 

men and women, and behold, a flame of fire was reaching to them from underneath, and when it reached them they 
cried loudly. I asked, 'Who are these?' They said to me, 'Proceed, proceed.' And so we proceeded and came across a 
river." I (the narrator) think he said,"-- red like blood." The Prophet (0) added, "And behold, in the river there was 

a man swimming, and on the bank there was a man vdio had collected many stones. Behold, vdiile the other man 
was swimming, he went near him. The former opened his mouth and the latter (on the bank) threw a stone into his 
mouth whereupon he went swimming again. Then again he (the former) returned to him (the latter), and every time 
the former returned, he opened his mouth, and the latter threw a stone into his mouth, (and so on) the performance 
was repeated. I asked my two companions, 'Who are these?' They replied, 'Proceed, proceed.' And we proceeded till 
we came to a man with a repulsive appearance, the most repulsive appearance you ever saw a man having! Beside 
him there was a fire, and he was kindling it and running around it. I asked my two companions, 'Who is this (man).' 
They said to me, 'Proceed, proceed!' So we proceeded till we reached a garden of deep green dense vegetation, having 
all sorts of spring colours. In the midst of the garden there was a very tall man, and I could hardly see his head 
because of his great height, and around him there were children in such a large number as I have never seen! I said 
to my two companions, 'Who is this?' They replied, 'Proceed, proceed.' So we proceeded till we came to a majestic, 
huge garden, greater and better than any garden I have ever seen! My two companions said to me, 'Ascend up' and I 
ascended up." The Prophet (0) added, "So we ascended till we reached a dty built of gold and silver bricks, and we 

went to its gate and asked (the gatekeeper) to open the gate, and it was opened; and we entered the dty and found in 
it men with one side of their bodies as handsome as the most handsome person you have ever seen, and the other 
side as u^y as the u^iest person you have ever seen! My two companions ordered those men to throw themselves 
into the river. Behold, there was a river flowing across (the dty), and its water was like milk in whiteness. Those men 
went and threw themselves in it and then returned to us after the u^iness (of their bodies) had disappeared, and 
they came in the best shape." The Prophet (0) further added, "My two companions said to me: 'This place is the 

'Adn J annah, and that is your place.' I raised up my sight, and behold, there I saw a palace like a white cloud! My two 
companions said to me. That palace is your place,' I said to them, 'May Allah bless you both! Let me enter it.' They 
replied, 'As for now, you will not enter it, but you shall enter it (one day).' I said to them, 'I have seen many wonders 
tonight. What does all that mean vdiich I have seen?' They replied, 'We will inform you: As for the first man you 
came upon, vdiose head was being smashed with the rock, he is the symbol of the one vdio studies the Qur'an and 
then neither recites it nor acts on its orders, and sleeps, ne^ecting the enjoined prayers. As for the man you came 
upon, whose sides of mouth, nostrils and eyes were tom off from front to back, he is the symbol of the man who goes 
out of his house in the morning and tells lies that are spread all over the world. And those naked men and women 
vdiom you saw in a construction resembling an oven, they are the adulterers and the adulteresses. And the man vdio 
was given a stone to swallow is the eater of Ar-Fliba (usury), and the bad-looking man vdiom you saw near the fire. 
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kindling it and going around it, is Malik, the gatekeeper of Hell, and the taU man you saw in the garden is (Prophet) 
Abraham, and the children aroimd him are those vdio died upon Al-Fitrah (the Islamic Faith of Monotheism).'" The 
narrator added: Some Muslims asked the Prophet (^) , "O Messenger of AUah! What about the children of Al- 

Mushrikun (i.e., polytheists, pagans, idolaters, and disbelievers in the Oneness of AUah and in His Messenger 
Muhammad ( 0 ))?" The Prophet ( 0 ) replied, "And also the children of Al-Mushrikun." The Prophet ( 0 ) added: 

"My two companions added, "The men you saw half handsome and half u^y were these people who had mixed an act 
that was good with another that was bad, but AUah forgave them'." 

Another narration of Al-BiUdiari is: The Messenger of AUah (0) said, "One night two men came to me and took me 
to a blessed land." (The Messenger of AUah (0) told of the same incident as above) and said, "After a vdiile of 

walking we came upon a pit like an oven, narrow at the top and wide at the bottom with fire raging in it. When the 
flames rose up (the people in it) also rose up tiU they were about to come out; and vdien the fire siUjsided they, too, 
woiUd go down with it. In it were naked men and women." (The remainder of the Hadith is the same as the above 
Hadith except that at the end of it, the Messenger of AUah said: "We came upon a river of blood in the middle of 
vdiich there was a man standing, and at the bank of the river there was a man with plenty of stones before him..."

a dog that eats its own vomit."

Some of them said: "You have set forth to fi^t the enemy, and therefore you should not 
go back;" vdiereas some of them said: "As you have along with you many eminent Companions of Messenger of Allah 
(0), we would not advice you to set forth to the place of the plague (and thus expose them deliberately to a danger)." 

'Umar (May Allah be pleased with him) said: "You can now go away." He said: "Call to me the Ansar (the Helpers)." 
So I called them to him, and he consulted them and they differed in their opinions as weU. He said: "Now, you may 
go." He again said: "Call the old (wise people) of the Quraish who had emigrated before the conquest of Makkah." I 
called them. 'Umar (May Allah be pleased with him) consulted them in this issue and not even two persons among 
them differed in the opinions. They said: "We think that you should go back along with the people and do not take 
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them to this scourge. 'Umar (May Allah be pleased with him) made an annoimcement to the people, saying: "In the 
morning I intend to go back, and I want you to do the same." Abu 'Ubaidah bin Al-J arrah (May Allah be pleased with 
him) said: "Are you going to run away from the Divine Decree?" Thereupon 'Umar (May Allah be pleased with him) 
said: "O Abu 'Ubaidah ! Had it been someone else to say this." ('Umar (May Allah be pleased with him) did not like 
to differ with him). He said: "Yes, we are running from the Divine Decree to the Divine Decree. What do you think if 
you have camels and you happen to get down a valley having two sides, one of them covered with foliage and the 
other being barren, will you not act according to the Divine Decree if you graze them in vegetative land? In case you 
graze them in the barren land, even then you will be doing so according to the Divine Decree.

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An-Nawwas bin Sam' an (May Allah be pleased with him) reported; 

One morning the Messenger of Allah (0) made a mention of Dajj al, and he described him to be insignificant and at 

the same time described him so significant that we thought he was on the date-palm trees (i.e., nearby). When we 
went to him (the Prophet (^)) in the evening he perceived the sign of fear on our faces. He said, "What is the matter 

with you?" We said: "O Messenger of Allah, you talked about Dajjal this morning raising your voice and lowering it 
until we thought he was hiding in the palm-trees grove: He said: "Something other than Dajjal make worry about 
you. If he appears while I am with you, I wiU defend you against him. But if he appears after I die, then everyone of 
you is his own defender. Adah is the One Who remains after me to guide every Muslim. Dajjal will be a yoimg man 
with very curly hair with one eye protruding (with which he cannot see). 1 compare (his appearance) to that of Al- 
' Uzza bin Qatan. He who amongst you survives to see him, should recite over him the opening Ayat of Surat Al-Kahf 
(i.e., Surat 18: Verses 1-8). He will appear on the way between Syria and Irag and will spread mischief ri^t and left. 
O slaves of Allah! Remain adhered to the truth." We asked: "O Messenger of Allah! How long will he stay on the 
earth?" He said, "For forty days. One day will be like a year, one day like a month, one day like a week and the rest of 
the days wiU be like your days." We said: "O Messenger of Adah! Wid one day's Salat (prayer) suffice for the Salat of 
that day which wid be ecjual to one year?" Thereupon he said, "No, but you must make an estimate of time and then 
offer Salat." We said: "O Messenger of Adah! How cjuickly will he walk upon the earth?" Thereupon he said, "like 
doud driven by the wind (i.e., very guickly). He wall come to the people and cad them to his obedience and they will 
affirm their faith in him and respond to him. He wad then give command to the sky and it wid send its rain upon the 
earth and he wid then send his command to the earth and it will grow vegetation. Then in the evening their 
pasturing animals will come to them with their humps very high and their udders full of milk and their flanks 
stretched. He wid then come to another people and invite them, but they wid reject him and he will leave them, in 
barren lands and without any goods and chattels! He woidd then walk throu^ the waste land and say to it: ' Bring 
forth your treasures', and the treasures wid come out and follow him like swarms of bees. He will then cad a person 
brimming with youth and strike him with the sword and cut him into two pieces and make these pieces lie at a 
distance, which is generady between the archer and his target. He wid then cad that young man and he wid come 
forward, laughing, with his face gleaming out of joy; and it wid be at this very time that Adah wid send' Isa (J esus), 
son of Maryam (Mary) who wid descend at the white minaret in the eastern side of Damascus, wearing two garments 
li^tly dyed and placing his hands on the wings of two angels. When he wid lower his head, there woidd fad drops of 
water from his head, and when he wid raise it up, drops dke pearls would scatter from it. Every disbeliever who wid 
find his (i.e., ' Isa's) smed wid die and his smell wid reach as far as he wid be able to see. He wid then search for 
Dajjal until he wid catch hold of him at the gate of Ludd (village near J erusalem), and wid kid him. Then the people, 
whom Adah wid have protected, wid come to ' Isa son of Maryam, and he wid wipe their faces and wid inform them 
of their ranks in J annah, and it wid be under such conditions that Adah wid reveal to ' Isa these words: ' I have 
brou^t forth from amongst my slaves such people against whom none wid be able to fi^t, so take these people 
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safely to the mountain.' And then Allah wiU send Ya'juj and Ma'juj (Gog and Magog people) and they wiU sworn 
down from every slope. The first of them wiU pass the Lake Tabariyah (near the Dead Sea in Palestine) and drink all 
its water. And when the last of them will pass, he will say: 'There was once water there.' Prophet' Isa (0) and his 

companions will then be so much hard-pressed that the head of an ox will be dearer to them than one hundred 
dinar, and ' Isa along with his companions, will make supplication to AUah, Who will send insects vdiich will attack 
their (Ya'juj and Majuj people) neck until they all will perish like a sin^e person. Prophet,' | sa and his companions 
will then come down and they will not find in the earth as much space as a single span vdiich would not be filled with 
their corpses and their stench. Prophet' Isa and his companions will then again beseech Allah, Who will send birds 
whose necks will be like those of Bactrian camels, and they will carry them and throw them vdiere AUah wiU desire. 
Then Allah will send down rain which will spare no house in the dty or in the countryside. It would wash away the 
earth until it appears Uke a mirror. Then the earth will be told to bring forth its fruit and restore its blessings; and as 
a result of this, there will grow such a big pomegranate that a group of people will eat from it and seek shelter under 
its skin. Milk wiU be so blessed that the milk of one she-camel will suffice for a large company and the cow wiU give 
so much milk, that it wiU suffice for a vdiole tribe. The sheep wiU give so much milk that the whole family will be able 
to drink out of that, and at that time Allah will send a pleasant wind vdiich wiU soothe people even under their 
armpits, and wiU take the life of every Muslim and true beUever, and only the wicked will survive. They wiU commit 
adultery in public like asses and the Resurrection Day will be held."

He would say: Verily, my Lord is angry today as He had never been angry before, and 
would never be angry afterwards. There had emanated a curse from me with which I cursed my people. I am 
concerned with only myself, I am concerned only with myself; you better go to Ibrahim (peace be upon him). They 
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would go to Ibrahim and say: Thou art the apostle of Allah and His Friend amongst the inhabitants of the earth; 
intercede for us with thy Lord. Don't you see in which (trouble) we are? Don't you see what (misfortune) has 
overtaken us? Ibrahim would say to them: Verily, my Lord is today angry as He had never been angry before and 


would never be angry afterwards, and (Ibrahim) would mention his lies (and then say): I am concerned only with 


myself, I am concerned only with myself. You better go to someone else: go to Moses. They would come to Moses 
(peace be upon him) and say: O Moses, thou art Allah's messenger, Allah blessed thee with His messengership and 


His conversation amongst people. Intercede for us with thy Lord. Don't you see in what (trouble) we are? Don't you 


see what (misfortune) has overtaken us? Moses (peace be upon him) would say to them: Verily, my Lord is angry as 
He had never been angry before and would never be angry afterwards. I, in fact, killed a person vdiom I had not been 
ordered to kiU. I am concerned with myself, I am concerned with myself. You better go to J esus (peace be upon him). 
They would come to J esus and would say: O J esus, thou art the messenger of Allah and thou conversed with people 
in the cradle, (thou art) His Word vdiich I-Ie sent down upon Mary, and (thou art) the Spirit from Him; so intercede 
for us with thy Lord.

(misfortune) has overtaken us? I shall then set off and come below the Throne and fall down prostrate before my 
Lord; then AUah would reveal to me and inspire me with some of His Praises and Glorifications vdiich He had not 
revealed to anyone before me. He would then say: Muhammad, raise thy head; ask and it would be granted; 
intercede and intercession would be accepted I would then raise my head and say: O my Lord, my people, my people. 
It would be said: O Muhammad, bring in by the right gate of Paradise those of your people who would have no 
account to render. They would share with the people some other door besides this door. The Prophet then said: By 
Him in Whose Hand is the life of Muhammad, verify the distance between two door leaves of the Paradise is as great 
as between Mecca and Hajar, or as between Mecca and Busra.

Where are you going, leaving us in this valley vdiere there is no person vdiose company we may 
enjoy, nor is there anything (to enjoy)?" She repeated that to him many times, but he did not look back at her. Then 
she asked him: "Has AUah commanded you to do so?" He said: "Yes." She said: "Then He will not ne^ect us." She 
returned vdiile Ibrahim proceeded onwards. Having reached the Thaniya, vdiere they could not see him, he faced 
Ka'bah, raised his both hands and supplicated: "O our Rubb! I have made some of my offspring to dwell in an 
uncultivable valley by Your Sacred House (the Ka'bah at Makkah) in order, O our Rubb, that they may perform As- 
Salat (Igamat-as-Salat). So fill some hearts among men with love towards them, and (O Allah) provide them with 
fruits so that they may give thanks." (14:37). 


Isma'il's mother went on suckling Isma'il and drinking from the water vdiich she had. When the water in the water¬ 
skin had all been used up, she became thirsty and her child also became thirsty. She started looking at Isma'il, 
tossing in agony. She left him, for she could not endure looking at him, and formd that the mountain of As-Safa was 
the nearest mountain to her on that land. She stood on it and started looking at the valley keenly so that she mi^t 
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see somebody, but she could not see anybody. Then she descended from As-Safa, and vdien she reached the valley, 
she tucked up her robe and ran in the valley like a person in distress and trouble till she crossed the valley and 
reached Al-Marwah mountain vdiere she stood and started looking, expecting to see somebody, but she could not see 
anybody. She repeated that (running between As-Safa and Al-Marwah) seven times." Ibn 'Abbas further related: The 
Prophet {%) said, "This is the source of the tradition of the Sa'y - i.e., the going of people between the two 

moimtains. When she reached Al-Marwah (for the last time), she heard a voice and she exclaimed: 'Shshs!' 
(SUendng herself) and listened attentively. She heard the voice again and said: 'O (whoever you may be) You have 
made me hear your voice; have you any succour for me?' And behold! She saw an angel at the place of Zamzam, 
digging the earth with his heel (or with his wing), till water flowed out from that place. She started to make 
something like of a basin around it, using her hands in this way and began to fill her water- skin with water with her 
hands, and the water was flowing out imtil she had scooped some of it." The Prophet (0) further said, "May AUah 

bestow mercy on Isma'il's mother! Had she let the Zamzam flow without trying to control it (or had she not scooped 
in that water) while filling her water-skin, Zamzam would have been a stream flowing on the surface of the earth." 
The Prophet {%) further added, "Then she drank (water) and suckled her child. The angel said to her: 'Do not be 

afraid of being neglected, for this is the site on which the House of AUah wiU be built by this boy and his father, and 
AUah wiU never let neglected His people.' The House of AUah (the Ka'bah) at that time was on a high place 
resembUng a hillock, and when torrents came, they flowed to its ri^t and left. She continued Uving in that way tiU 
some people from the tribe of J urhum passed by her and her child. As they were coming from through the way of 
Kada', in the lower part of Makkah where they saw a bird that had a habit of flying around water and not leaving it. 
They said: 'This bird must be flying over water, thou^ we know that there is no water in this valley.' They sent one 
or two messengers who discovered the source of water, and returned to inform them of the water. So, they all came 
towards the water." The Prophet (0) added, "Isma'il's mother was sitting near the water. They asked her: 'Do you 

allow us to stay with you?' She replied: 'Yes, but you will have no ri^t to possess the water.' They agreed to that." 
The Prophet (0) further said, "Isma'il's mother was pleased with the whole situation as she used to love the 

company of the people. So, they settled there, and later on they sent for their families who came and settled with 
them. The child (i.e., Isma'il) grew up and learnt Arabic from them (his virtues) caused them to love and admire him 
as he grew up, and when he reached the age of piUjerty, they gave him one of their dau^ters in marriage. After 
Isma'il's mother had died, Ibrahim came after Isma'il's marriage in order to see his family that he had left before, but 
he did not find Isma'il there. When he asked Isma'il's wife about him, she replied: 'He has gone in search of our 
liveUhood.' Then he asked her about their way of living and their condition, and she replied complaining to him: 'We 
are Uving in harxlship, misery and destitution.' He said: 'When your husband returns, convey my salutations to him 
and tell him to change the threshold of the door of his house.' When Isma'U came, he seemed to have perceived 
something unusual. He asked his wife: 'Did anyone visit you?' She repUed: 'Yes, an old man of such and such 
description came and asked me about you and I informed him, and he asked about our state of Uving, and, I told him 
that we were living in hardship and poverty.' Thereupon Isma'il said: 'Did he advise you anything?' She repUed: 'Yes, 
he told me to convey his salutations to you and to change the threshold of your door.' Isma'il said: 'That was my 
father, and he has ordered me to divorce you. Go back to your family.' So Isma'il divorced her and married another 
woman from amongst them (Jurhum). Then Ibrahim stayed away from them for a period as long as AUah wished, 
and called on them again but did not find Isma'il. So he came to Isma'il's wife and asked her about him. She said: 'He 
has gone in search of our Uvelihood.' Ibrahim asked her about their sustenance and Uving: 'How are you getting on?' 
She repUed: 'We are prosperous and weU off.' Then she praised AUah, the Exalted. Ibrahim asked: 'What kind of food 
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do you eat?' She said: 'Meat.' He said: 'What do you drink?' She said: 'Water.' He said, 'O Allah! Bless their meat and 
water!"' The Prophet (0) added, "At that time they did not have grain, and if they had grain, he would have also 

invoked Allah to bless it." The Prophet (0) further said, "If somebody has only these two things as his sustenance, 

his health and disposition wiU be badly affected because these things do not suit him unless he lives in Makkah." The 
Prophet (0) added, "Then Ibrahim said to Isma'il's wife, 'When your husband comes, give my regards to him and 

tell him that he should keep firm the threshold of his door.' When Isma'il came back, he asked his wife: 'Did anyone 
call on you?' She replied: 'Yes, a good looking old man came to me.' She praised him and added: 'He asked about 
you, and I informed him, and he asked about our livelihood and I told him that we were in good condition.' Isma'il 
asked her: 'Did he give you a piece of advice?' She said: Yes, he told me to convey his regards to you and ordered 
that you should keep firm the threshold of your door.' On that Isma'il said: 'He was my father and you are the 
threshold of the door. He has ordered me to keep you with me.' Then Ibrahim stayed away from them for a period as 
long as Allah wished and called on them afterwards. He saw Isma'il under a tree near Zamzam, sharpening his 
arrows. When he saw Ibrahim, he rose up to welcome him, and they greeted each other as a father does with his son 
or a son does with his father. Ibrahim said: 'O Isma'il! AUah has given me an order.' Isma'il said: 'Do what your Rubb 
has commanded you to do.' Ibrahim asked: 'WiU you help me?' Isma'il said: 'I wiU help you.' Ibrahim said: 'AUah has 
ordered me to build a house here, pointing to a hiUock higher than the land surrounding it.'" The Messenger of AUah 
(0) added, "Then they raised the foundations of the House (i.e., Ka'bah). Isma'il brou^t the stones and Ibrahim 

was building (the house). When the walls became hi^, Isma'il brought stone and placed it for Ibrahim vdio stood 
over it and carried on building the House, while Isma'il was handing over the stones to him, both of them prayed: 'O 
our Rubb! Accept this service from us! Verily, You are the All- Hearer and the AU-Knower.'"
